4. US 4,985,238; US 5,169,626; US 5,254,332; US 5,302,381; US 5,449,511; US 5,833,964; US 
5,972,319; and US 6,048,518 relate to high refractive index, non-volatile liquid components to 
mask residue in low-residue anhydrous cosmetic sticks. These references are discusses at page 
2 of the specification. 

5. US 5,069,897; US 5,102,656; US 5,178,881; and 5,531,986 mention the use of polyethylene in 
wax based cosmetic sticks. 

6. US 5,225,188 relates to the use of volatile and non-volatile silicones in combination.
